A Deſcription of the CITY of 


London - Derry, 


HE Form of the Town comes ſome- 
what near an Oblong or long Square; 
and its Situation lengthways, 13 N. W. 

and S. E. or a Diagonal drawn from the 

Church through the Market-houle, to the Maga« 

zine, is near upon a N, and $. Line. 

The Length of the Town through the mid- 
dle from Ship-key gate to Biſhops-gate,is about 300 
Paces, or 1500 Feet. The Wall on the W. fide 
the Town 3 20 Paces; the Wall on the E. about

; The Breadth at_the N.W. End 140; at the 
S. E. End 120; from Butchers:gate to Ferry-key- 


gate, where the Town is Broadeſt, 180 Paces. 


The Wall is generally 7 or 8 Foot thick ; but 
the out-{fide Wall of Stone,or Battlements above 


' the Terraeplene, is not more than two Foot in 


thicknels. 

The Four Corners have each of them a Baz 
ſtion ; on the long (ide to the Weſt-ward are rwo 
other Baſtions; and on the {ide to the Eaſt-ward, 
one Baſtion, one Demi-baſtion, and two other 
Works which are commonly call'd Flat-forms. 
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There are Four Gates ; Biſhops-gate at the 
S. E. End, Ship-key-gate at the End oppoſite 
to it : Butchers-cate ar the N, E. Side, and 
Ferryskey-gate over againft it. 

In the middle of the Town is a Square, call'd 
the Diammd ; where the Market- [Houſe ftands (du- 
ring the Siege, turn'd into a Guard- Houſe. ) 

Near the S. IW. end of the Town, ſtands the 
Church ; on the top whereof, being a flat Roof, 
were placed two of our Guns, which were of 
great Uſe in annoying the Enemy. In the S; E, 
Angle of the Town, was the principal Magazine. 
within the Town alſo-were ſeveral Wells, exc.and 
before Biſhops-gate was a Ravelm built by Col. 
Lundy; and the Ground on forwards to the 
Wind-mill:hill, was taken in by the Beſteged to 
the Diſtance of 260 Paces from the Town, and 
abour the ſame Diſtance a crols from the Riz 
ver; and for fear this Ground ſhould be taken 
from the Belteged by the Enemy, another Line 

was induſtriouſly drawn from the S. W, Quar- 
ter of the Town, to the River, to ſecure their 
Retreat. 
The Number of Guns planted on theBaſtions 
and Lines, was 8 Sakers and 12 Demi-culverins 
The whole Town ſtands upon an eaſy Aſs 
cent, and expoſed moſt of the Houſes to the 
Enemies Guns: |

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A Diary of the SIEGE of 
LONDON-DERRY. 


Eing prevail'd on, to give an Account of the 

Siege of London-Derry, ' it is convenient, by 

way of preliminary, to take notice how that 

Town came to- be out of the Hands of 

the '/ri/h, when all places of the Kingdom of any 
ſtrength or conſideration were poſleſſed by them. It plea- 
ſed God fo to infatuate the Councils of my Lord 7 yrcon- 


nel, that when the three Thouſand Men were ſent to 


Englant to aſſiſt his Maſter againſt the Invaſion of the 
Prince of Oravge, he took particular care to ſend away 
the whole Regiment Quartered in and about this City. ; 
he ſoon ſaw his Error, and endeavoured to repair ir, by 
Commanding my Lord Antrim to Quarter there with 
his Regimenr, conſiſting of a numerous ſwarm of 1ri/b 
and Highlanders; upon the 6th. of December, they 
were on their March in and about New-7own (a Market- 
Town belonging to Col. George Philips, 12 Miles di- 
ſtant from Derry) Col. Philips having notice of this,and 
joining with it the apprehenſions they were under, of 
a general [njurre&tion of the 7ri/þ intended on the 
9th. of December, and conſwering that Derry as well 
as other places was to be preſently pollcficd by the 2ri/h, 
and having ſeveral Intormations brought him, and 
lome taken before him that gave ſome credit to the 
Fear and Jealoulies they 'were under, and encreated 
his ſuſpicion of fome damnable Deſign againſt rhe 
Britiſh of thoſe parts ; He unmediately dupatches a 
Letter to Alderman Norman, giving an Account of 
theſe Marttcrs, and his Opimon of them, and impor-

tuning him to conſult with the ſober People of the 
Town, and to ſet out the Danger of admitting ſuch 
Gueſts among them : The next day he ſent an Expreſs, 
adviſing him to cauſe the Gates of the City to be ſhur, 
and aflured them he would be wjth them with his 
Friends the day following, and would ſtand by them 
and ſerve them to the hazard of his Life and Fortune. 
Alderman Normazs and the reſt of the graver Citizens 
were under great Diſorder and Conlternation, and 
knew not what to reſolve upon. One of the Companies 
was already in view of the Town, and two of the 
Officers within it, but the younger ſort who are ſel- 
dom fo dilatory in their Reſolutions, got together, run 
in all haſt to the Main-Guard, ſnatcht up the Keys, 
and immediately ſhut up all the Four Gates, and the 
Magazine. On the 9th day, Col. Philips comes into 
London-derry, he had been Governour of that Town, 
as alto of the Fort of Culmore in King Charles's time, 
and therefore the Inhabitants deſire him to reſume the 
Government,and immediately delivered him the Keys of 
the Gates and the Magazine: He being well acquain- 
ted with proceedings in England, with the Advice of 
the Gravelt ſort, diſpatches Mr. David Kerns as their 
Agent thither, to repreſent their Condition and Re- 
folutions, and to procure ſome ſpeedy Relief. 

News being carried to Du#l;n of this Revolt, as 
they call'd it, the Lord Montjoy with his Licute- 
nant-Collonel Zundy and fix Companies, are ſent down 
to reduce the Place The Governour had already 
form'd Eight Companies of good effectual Men in 
the City, and Armed them out of the Stores,and with 
ſome Management, quieted all Factions and Tumults, 
and reduced all things to good Order, fo that all were 
Unanimouſly reſolved to ttand it out till they received 
a-Return to their Addreſs ſent into Erg/and, My Lord 
Mont Joy 
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Mont oy appears before the Town ; his Intereſt among 
us, and the conſideration of our own Circumſtances, 
that there was no appearance of any ſudden Relief from 
En2land, no Proviſions in the Town, and ( which was 
wortt of all) but two Barrels of Powder in the Maga- 
zine, which my Lord Moxtjoy muſt needs underſtand, 
being Maſter of the Ordnance; made it thought moſt 
adviſcable to liſten toa Treaty ; ſo the Governour with 
the Content of the City-Council agreed upon» certain 
Capitulations ; that only two Companies ſhould en- 
ter the Town, and they to be all Proteſtants, and that 
the Town-Companies ſhould be allow*d to keep their 
Arms,and to do Duty with the others, & that no ſtran- 
ger is to be admitted into the City, without Licenſe 
trom the Governour and Sheriffs. Having obtained 
Conditions of to eaſy a Nature, and of: fo probable Ad- 
vantage to the Town, they receiv'd my Lord Montjoy, 
who made Licutenant-Collonel Lundy, Governour of 
the Town. | 

The Gentlemen of the other Parts of the North of 
Treland, being well acquainted with the Proceedings 
at Dublin, that particularly, Commitlions were 
given out to raiſe many Thouſands ' of Triſh, all 
over the Kingdom ; and all to be Maintained at 
the Expence of their Officers ( who were not 
able to Support themſelves) for the ſpace of three 
Months. They were with good reaſon equally appre- 
henfive,this was not. intended for their Saiety orAdvan- 
tage; and therefore they generally reſolved to put 
themſelves in the beſt Poſture they could to Detend 
themſelves againlt any inconventences fuch Methods 
might bring upon them : They had ſeveral Confultatt- 
ons With their Neighbours, and tome Great Men were 
not wanting in their Adv.ce and Encoutagement. One 
left ſome InitruQtions with Mr. George Walker Rector of 
Do» 
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Donaghmore in the County of Tyrone, recommending, 
the neceſſity of Securing Dungannon by a Garrifon of 
_ their own, and of Victualling that Town; in order 
tro which, Mr. Walker ſaw 1t not only excutcable, bur 
neceſſary to concern himſelf, and raiſe Men, out of 
which he form'd a Regiment, and to apply what 
Intereſt he could make towards the Preſferva- 
tion of that Town. Gordon O Neale, oblerving thoſe 
Preparations, ſends his Prieſt to inquire into the mean» 
ing of them, which was readily mterpreted to him : 
So many Irith were Arm'd in the Country, they thought 
fit to put themſelves in a Poſture of Defence againſt the 
Danger they (aw themſelves Expoſed to. The Men 
complain of want of Powder, but by the Contri- 
vance of their Officer, a Bag of Muftard-Seed was 
laid upon the Carriages, which by its retemblance, eaſi- 
ly obtained the Credit of a Bag of Powder, and im- 
mediately gave -motion to the Souldiers. 

In order to Settle a Correſpondence with London: 
Derry, Mr. Walker Rides to that Town, and Con- 
ſults Collonel Lundy. The Opinion they had of his 
Experience in War, and Zeal for the Caufe they 
were to Maintain, gave all People great ExpeQa- 
tion from his Conduct ; he Approves and Encourages 
the Deſign, ſends two Files of his Difciplin'd Men ta 
Dungannon, and atterwards two Troops of Dragoons, 

March 14. Orders are ſent to Col. Steward (who was 
very conſiderable among us) from Col. Luzdy, that 
the Garriſon at Dungannen ſhould break up; ſome con- 
ſidering the Advanragious Situation of the -Place, and 
the great quantity of Proviſions already laid in, and the 
conlequence of leaving both, to give 1trengrh to thar 
Enemies, thew'd forme unwillingneſs to comply with 
Commands to: different from the Meaſures they had 
hutherro purſued ; burt-at laſt, agreed to March ro 


Colrain 
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Colrain or Derry according to Coflonel Laxdy's Orders: 
March 17. We March'd asfar as Strabane, and there 
met our Order from Collonel Landy to return to Omagh, 
and the Raſh. Five Companizs of the above Regiment 
are Quartered at Raſh, under Command of Mr. Walker ; 
and five at Omagh, Commanded by Lieutenant-Colloncl 
Mervin: A Fortnight after, we receiv'd a Potent to 
March to St. Fohy/town, five Miles from Derry. 
March 20, Captain James Hamilton Arrived from 
England, with Ammunition and Arms, 480 Barrels of 
Powder, and Arms for 2000 Men, and a Committion 
from the King and Queen for Col. Landy to be Gover- 
nour of the City, together with Inſtructions to {wear' 
all Officers Military and Civil, and aſſurance of ſpeedy 
Supplies from Exz/and. The King and Queen are pub- 
Iickly Proclaimed with great Joy and Solemaity. 
About this time the /r;/þ made a deſcent into Z/ſter, 
and drove great Numbers of poor Proteſtants betore 
them, who took ſhelter in Colrain and London- Derry. 
March 23. Col. Philips is ſent to England with an 
Addreſs to the King, and to Sollicit a ſpeedy Supply. 
Col. Lundy goes to Colrain to give his Advice and 
Aſſiſtance to that place. The reſt of this Month, and 
the beginning of the next, is ſpent in Preparations a- 
gainſt the Enemy ; they had poſſeſſed themſelves of 
Colrain,& drove all before them till they came toCl/ody- 
Bridge, of which I ſhall give this ſhort Account. 
April 13. Mr. Walker receiving Intelligence, that the 
Enemy was drawing towards Derry, he Rides in all haſt 
thither, and gives Col. Lundy an Account of it, but the 
Collonel believed it only a falſe Alarm ; Mr. Walker 
returns from him to Lyford, where he joined Col. F. 
Crofton ; the Enemy come to Clody-ford ; allNight long 
the Enemy and We fired at one another ; and in th- 
Morning, Mr. Walker took his Poſt at the long Cawlcy 
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as Commanded by Col. Lundy, leaving Col. Croftos to 
maintain the Poſt againſt the Enemy, which he perfor- 
med with good Reſolution. 

The Souldicrs having ſpent all their Ammunition, viz. 
three Charges of Powder a man, are forced to give way ; 
Major Stroud rallies the Horſe in order, to bring off the 
Foot : The Regiment at the Loxg-Cawſy was in ſome dan- 
ger, having ſtaid too long,expetting Orders, but got off 
under the jhelter of ſome Horſe, & followed the Army, 
which was 10000 ſtrong, and make good their Retreat 
to Derry ; Col. Lundy and ſeveral of Quality being then 
at the Head of them. Mr. Walker found the Gates ſhut 
againlt him aid his Regiment, and itaid all Night with- 
out the Gates; next day with much difficulty and ſome 
violence upon the Centry they got in: Mr. Walker 
waited on Col. Lundy, and preis'd the taking the Field ; 
but he not being ſatisfied with the behaviour of his 
Army the day betore,gave Advice of a different Nature, 
which did not agree with Mr. Walkers Sentiments, who 
thought himſelt obliged to ſtand by his Men that he had 
brought from their own homes,and not to Expoie them 
again to the Enemy, by diſmiſſing them. 

April 15. Col. Cunningham and Col. Richards came 
into the Lough from England, with two Regiments 
and other Neceſlaries for Supply of Derry. 

There were ſeveral remarkable Paſſages might be 
kere inferred, relating to thoſe that came trom Drumore 
and Colrain; but as | would not reproach any, ſo I can- 
not do right to all; and whatever miſ-fortune the dit- 
ficulty of thoſe places brought upon them, the beha- 
viour of ſuch of them as itaid in the Garriſon of Derry, 
ſets them above Apologys for any miſcarriage ; for 
certainly there could nor be better Men in the World; 
and many of tfioſe that left us, have been expoſed ta 
Cenſure ; but I hope the World will be fo juſt, not to 
give CharaQers from things done in ſuch a contuſion. 


April 
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April 17. Upoh the News of King James's Army beins 
on their March towards Loudon - derry, Colonel Lund) » 
our Governour, thought fit to call a Councel; and that Col- 
Cuningham, and Col. Richaras, that were ſent from England, 
to our Aſſiſtance, ſhould be Members of it; accordingly they 
met, and with other Gentlemen equally unacquainted with 
the Condition of the Town, or-the Inclination and Reſohrion 
of the People, they make this following Order. 

pon inquiry it appears, That there is mot Proviſion in the 
Garriſon of London-derry, for the preſent Garriſon, and the two 
Regiments on Board, for above a Week, or Ten Days at moſt, 
and it appearing that the Place is not tenable againſt a well ap- 
pointed Army ; Therefore it is concluded upon, ant reſolv'd, 
That it is not convement for His Majeſties Service, but the 
contrary, to land the two Regiments under Col. Cuningham & Col. 
Richards, their Command now on Board in the River of Lough- 
foyle.—T hat conſidering the preſent Circumſtances of Afairs,& 
the likelihood the Enemy will foon poſſeſs themſelves of this place,it 
is thought moſt convenient, that the principal Officers ſhall pri- 
vately withdraw themſelves, as well for their own preſervation, 
as in hopes that the Inhabitants, by a timely Capitulation, may 
make terms the better with the Enemy ; and that this we Judge 
moſt convenient for His Majeſties Service, as the preſent State of 
Affairs now 75. 

After this Reſolution, an Inſtrument was prepar'd to 
be Subſcribed by the Gentlemen of the Councel, and 
to be fent to King James, who was advanced in Perſon 
with his Army as far as St. John's Town; it was recom- 
mended with this Encouragement ; There was no doubt, but 
upon ſurrender of the Town, King James would Grant a Ge- 
neral Pardon, and Order Reſtitution of all that had been 
Plunder'd from them. Some Gentlemen were influenced by 
theſe con{ider2tions to fubfcribe,others did not only refuſe but 
began to conceive {ome Jealouſies of their Governour ; and 
ſome, tho they did but gueſs at their proceedings, ex- 
prels'd themſelves after a ruder manner, threatning to hang 
both the Governour and his _— Captain White 1s 

ſent 
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ſent out | to the King, to receive propoſals from him ; and 
it was at the ſame time agreed with Lieutenant General 
#familton, that he ſhould not march the Army within four 
Miles of the Town. | 

Notwithſtanding which, King James having ſome confidence 
given him, that the Town, upon His Majeſties approach, 
would undoubtedly ſurrender to him ; and that rhe very ſight 
of ſo formidable an Army would fright them into a Com «+ 
pliance: Upon the 182k. of 4prii Advances, with his Army, 
before our Walls, with Flying Colours; His Majeſty think: 
ing it diſcretion, to uſe the ſhelter of a Party of Horſe on 
South-end of Derry-Hill, the more ſafely to obſerve what ſa- 
lutation His Forces had from the Garriſon. 

Orders were given,that none ſhould dare to firetill the King's 
Demands were firſt known, by another Meſlenger to be fent 
toHis Majeſty for that-purpoſe; butour men on the Walls, won- 
dering to fee-Lieur; Gen. Fameltoy (contrary to his Engage- 
ment, not to come within four Miles ofthe Town) approach- 
ing our Walls 1n fuch order, they imagining they were by 
ſome means or other betray'd, thought - it reaſonable ro 
conſider their own fafety; and to keep the Enemy. at diſtance, 
by firing their Guns upon them, which they accordingly did. 

The Enemy that were great ſtrangers to this ſort of ex- 
erciſe, upon this could not be kept in any order by their 
Officers, but ſome took to their heels, others with leſs La- 
bour could hide themſelves, and a great many were kill'd. 
King James did ſhew himſelf in ſome diſorder, and much ſar- 
priſed to find the behaviour of his Army, as well as of the 
Belieged, ſo difterent from the charaer he had receiv'd of 
both ; ſome were apprehenſive of the King's diſpleafuge upon 
ſuch a diſappointment, and ſent Arch-Deacon Hamilton, and 
Mr. Nevil, to beg His Majeſties pardon for having drawn His 
Majeſty into ſo dangerous and unſucceſsful an undertaking, 
and to ſignify to him the difficulty of commanding or per- 
{wading ſo tumultuous and untraftable a Rabble, to any 
moderation or complyance ; but if His Majeſty drew off 
h.s Army, till thoſe Gentlemen return'd, and brought aſlu- 
rance 
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rance of His Majeſties preſence with it ( of which ſome queſti- 
on was yet made) they doubted not but they could bring 
them to a better underſtanding, 

This evening King James retired with his Army to St. 
John's-Town. In the mean time Mr. Muckcridge the Town- 
Clark ſees it abſolutely neceffary, to give ſome intimation of 
Proceedings at the Council of War, which (tho' every mans 
concern) care was taken not to make too publick, viz. That 
Colonel Caningham, his Ships, Men, and Proviſion ſhould 
return to Eng/axd, and all Gentlemen and others in Arms 
ſhould quit the Garriſon, and goe along with him: this dif- 
covery occaſion'd great uneaſineſs and diſorder in the Town, 
whicly had like to have had very ill eſfets upon the Gover- 
nour and ſome of his Council; it did alſo add much ro the 
Tage and. violence of the Garriſon, when they heard ſome 
wrong had been done my Lord Xing/toz and his Party, by 
the indireQ meaſures of ſome within our Walls; their con- 
cern for him being as great as their expetations trom him. 

The Governour and his Council finding themſelves of little 
intereſt in the Town, and that they could not be further ſer- 
viceable, &c. thought fit to retire, and not to preſs the matter 
further. Some of the Gentlemen left us in all this contuſion, 
and made their eſcape to the Ships at Xi/more, tho' not with- 
out ſome hazard ; for the Souldiers were under great diſcon- 
rent,to find themlelves deſerted by thoſe that engaged them in 
the difficulties they were then under,and were not eaſily kept 
from cxpreſling it with violence upon ſome Perſons; but it was 
the care of others to keep them in temper, and trom. thoſe 
outrages, as well as to ſupport them againſt ſuch diſcourage- 
ments. 

Sir Arthur Royden proteſted againſt the proceedings of rhe 
Council, and would not have left the Town, but that he was 
dangerouſly ſick, and was forc'd from us by the advice of his 
Phyſitian, and his Friends. | 

Goyernour Lundy.could not ſo eaſily make his eſcape, being 
conceiv d more obnoxious than any oi the reſt, bur tound it 
convenient to keep his Chamber ; a Council being zppointred, 
C 2 Mr.

Mr. Walker and Major Baker meeting him there, defired him 
to continne his Government; 'and that he might be aſſur'd 
of all the aſſiſtance they could give him ; but he poſi- 
tively refuſed to concern himſelf any further. The Com- 
miſſion he bore, as well as their reſpett for his Perſon, made 
it a duty in them to contribute all they could to his fafety;and 
therefore, finding him defirous to eſcape the danger of fuch 
2 Tumalc, they tuffered him to diſguiſe himſelf, and in a fally, 
tor the relief of Cui/more, to paſs 1n a Boat with a load of 
Match on his back, from whence he got to the Shipping. 
April rg. The Garriſon fecing they were deſerted, 

and left without a Governour, and having refolv'd to main- 
tain the Town, and to defend it againſt the Enemy, they 
conſidered of ſome Perſon they could have confidence in, to 
dire& them in rhe management of this Aﬀair, and unani- 
mouſly reſoly'd tochooſe Mr. Walker, and Major Baker, to be 
their Governours dureing the Seige ; but theſe Gentlemen 
confidering the importance, as well as the uncertainty of ſuch 
an Office, acquainted, by Letter, Col. Caningham (whole buſi- 
nefs they thought it was to' take care-of them) with this 
matter, and deſired him- to undertake the Charge ; but he 
being obliged, by his inſtructions, to obey the Orders of Col- 
lone! Landy, thought fit to take other meaſures. They then 
accepted the Government of the Garriſon. Theſe Gentlemen 
choſe Eight Collonels, and Regimented the men in this order :

This was our complement after having form'd our ſelves, 
as above mentioned ;* but the Number of Men, Women and 
Children in the Town, was about Thirty thouſand. - Upon 
a Declaration of the Enemy to Receive and Protect- all that 
would deſert us, and return totheir dwellings, Ten Thou- 
ſand left us; after that many more grew weary of us, and 
' Seven thouſand died of Dilcaſes. 

The ſame day our Governours view the Stores, and give 
other neceſſary Orders and direQtions: In the mean time 
they obſerve the motion of the Enemy, and that their 
Guns were ſo placed, that they could not draw out to their 
uſual place of exerciſing, therefore they divide the Outline 
into Eight parts ; each Regiment had its own ground, and 
each Company knew their own Baſtion. The Drummers 
were all enjoyned to quarter in one houſe, ſo that on the 
leaſt notice they repair'd to the reſpeCtive poſt of the Com- 
pany they belong'dto; and upon all Alarms, without any 
paraderng, all officers and private men-came into their own 
ground and places, without the leaſt diſorder or confuſion. 

There were Eighteen Clergy-men in the Town of the 
Communion of the Church, who in their turns, when they 
were not in Action, had Prayers and Sermon every day ; 
the Seven Nonconforming Miniſters were equally caretul 
of their people, and kept them very obedient and quiet, 
much different from the behaviour of their Brother Mr. 
Osborn, who was a ſpy upon the whole North, imployed by 
my Lord Tyrconnel, and Mr. Hewſon, who was very trouble- 
ſome, and would admit none to fight for the Proteſtant Re- 
ligion till they had firſt taken the Covenant. 

After injoyning all parties to forget their diſtinRions, and 
$0 joyn as one man, in defence of the intereſt of K. William 
and {Y. Mary,and the Proteſtant Religion, againſt the Enemies 
" of both; we betakeour felves,in the firſt place, by order, to 
our ſeveral Devorions, and recommend our ſelves, and the 
Cauſe we undertook,to the Protection and Care of the Al 
mighty ; for we might then truly {ay,with the Church in the 
Liturgy, there is none other that fighteth for us, but only thou, 
| 0 
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0 Ged. It did beget ſome diſorder amongſt us, & confuſion, 
when we look'd about us,and ſaw what we were doing ; our 
Enemies al! about us and our Friends running away from 
us; a Garriſon we had compos'd of a number of poor pro- 
plc, frightned from their own homes, and feem'd-more fir 
to hide themselves, than to facean Enemy ; when we conk- 
der'd we had no Perſons of any Experieace in War amon 
us, and thoſe very Perſons that were ſent ro afſitt us, had (o 
little confidence in the Place,that they no ſooner ſuw it, but 
they theught fit to leave it: that we had but tew Herlſe to 
Sally out with. and no Forage; no Engineers to Inſtru@ us 
1n ourWorks; no Fire-works,aot as much as a Hand-Granado 
to annoy the Enemy ; not a Gun well mounted in the whole 
Town; that we had ſo many Mouths to feed, and not above 
ten days Proviſion tor them, in the Opinion of our former 
Governours ; that every day ſeveral lett us, and gave con- 
ſtant intelligence to the Enemy ; that they had fomany op- 
-Portunities to divide us, and fo often endeavour'd it, and to 
betray the Governours; that they were ſo Numerous, ſo 
Powerful and Well appointed. an Army, that in all human 
probability we could not think our ſelves. in leſs danger, 
than the. /raektes t the Red. Sea. 

When we conlidered all this, it was obvious enough what 
z dangerous undertaking we had ventur'd upon; but the 
Reſojution and Courage of our people, and the. neceſſity we 
were under, and the great confidence and dependance 
among, us on God Almighty, that he would take care of 
us, and preſerve us, made us overlook all thoſe difficulties. 
And God was pleaſed to make us the happy inſtruments of 
preſerving this Place, and to him we give the Glory,and no 
one need goe about to undervalue or lefſen thoſe he was 
pleas'd to chooſe for ſo great a work; we do allow our ſelves 
to be as unfit for tas they can make us, and that God has 
only. Glorified himſelf in working fo great a wonder with 
bis own right hand, and bis holy. arm getting hinfelf the 
Kidtory 

April 2.0. A partof the Enemy march'd towards. Peny-bure 
ull,. 
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hill, a-place about a Mile diſtant from the Town MN. B.E. on 
the ſide of che River,there they pitch'd their Tents,& by that 
means hinder'dall paſſage to,& correſpondence with,Culmore. 

We ſent Mr. Bexnet out of the Garriſon, with Orders 
to go to Exg/and, and to give account of our Reſolutions 
to defend the Town againſt the Enemy. Our men were 
order'd to fire after him, that rhe Enemy might think he 
had deſerted us. 

This day my Lord Strabane came np to our Walls, make- 
ng many Propofals, and offering his Kings Pardon, Pro- 
tection and Favour, if we would ſurrender the Town; bur 

theſe fine words had no place with the Garriſon. Atthat ve- 
ry time of his Capitulating with us, we obſerv'd the Enemy 
uſing that opportunity to draw their Canon to a convent» 
ent. ſtand, we therefore deſired his Lordſhip to withdraw 
otherwiſe we would make bold to fire at his Lordſhip ; his 
Lordſhip continued in his Complements, till we plainly told 
him,we would never deliver the Town to any but K. W:/liam 
and Q. Mary, or their order. My Lord having ended all his 
laſinuations, found himfelt at laſt obliged to retire. 

Several Trumpets were likewiſe ſent, but with as little 
ſuccels. 

April 21. The Enemy placed a Demi-culverin, 180 Per- 
ches diſtant from the Town, E. B. N. on the other ſide 
the. water : they play'd at the houſes in the Town, but did 
kttle or no miſchief only to the Market-houſe. 

This day our Men Sallied out, as many as pleaſed, and 
what Officers were at leaſure, not in any commendable Or- 
der, yet they killed above zoo of the Enemies Souldiers, be- 
ſides Mamow the French General, and ſeveral other Officers 
whole Names you will find in the annexed Liſt. A party of 
Horſe came with great Fury upon the Salliers, and forced 
their retreat, which they made good with the lo's of four 

private Men, and one Lieutenant Mac. Phedris, whom our 
Men brought off; and having leifure and more concern 
then upon us for the loſs, then afterwards on ſuch occaſi- 
ons; we buried them with ſome Ceremony. We had at 
thi's 
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this time 50 Horſe Commanded by Col. Marry ; upon whom 
they preſs d ſo hard at firſt, that ſome of his Horſe were bea- 
ten to the very Gates; ſo that Mr. Walker found it neceſſary 
to mount one of the Horſes and make them rally,and to Re- 
lieve Col. Murry,whom he faw ſurrounded with the Enemy, 
and with great Courage laying about him. In this Action - 
we took three pair of Colours. 

_ ; April 23,The beſiegers planted four Demi-culverims inthe 
lower end of Mr. Stro»gs Orchard, near 80 Perches diſtant 
from the Town, oppoſite ta Ship-key-Srreet : theſe playing 
inceſſantly, hurt ſeveral People in the Houſes, battered the 
Walls and Garrets, ſo that none could Lodge ſafely above 

Stairs. The beſieged make due returns to their Firing from 
the pos kill'd Lieut. Fitz Patrick, Lieut. Col, O Neale, 

xx'0 Nyjants, $od ſeveral Souldiersz and beſides theſe, e6 

Friars in their Habits, to the Eredt Griefof the Enemy, that 

» the Blood of thoſe Holy Men ſhould be fſpilt by fuch an He- 
retical Rabble, as they call the beſieged, 

April 25. They place their Mortar-pieces in the ſaid 'Or- 
chard, and from thence play a few ſmall Bombs, which did 
little hurt to the Town, atl"of them lighting in the Streets, 
Except one which kill'd an old Woman in a Garret; from 
theſame place they threw afterwards many larger Bombs, 
the firſt of which fell into a Houſe while feveral Officers 
were at Dinner ; it fell upon the Bed of the Room 'they 
were in,but did not touch any of them ; forced into a lower 
Room, and kill'd the Landlord, and broke down one fide of 
the floufe, and made a large paſlage for the Gueſts to come 
out. inſtead of the Doors it had choaked up. 

April 28, The beſieged made another Sally, and killed 
ſeveral of the Enemy at Penyburn-Hill, but were forced to 
Retreat, being preſſed by the Enemies Horſe, who charged 
on all ſides. In this Action, we loſt only rwo Men, had 
eight or ten wounded, which in few days recovered, and 
were fit for Service. | 

This day by a ſhot from one of our Baſtions, the Enemies 
Gunner was kill'd, and one of his Guns broken. O07 
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May 5. This Night the Beſiegers draw a Trench croſs the 
FWind-Mil[Hill, from the Bog to the River, and there begin a 
Battery ; from that they endeavour'd to Annoy our Walls, but 
they were too ſtrong tor the Guns they us'd, and our Men 
were not afraid to adviſe them to fave all that Labour and. 
Expence ; that they always kept the Gates open; and they 
might uſe that Paſſage if they pleas'd , which was wider than 
any Breach they could make in the Walls. 

May 6.The Beſieged fearing that Battery might incommode 
that part of the Town neareſt to it, conſult how to put a 
itop to their fſurther proceeding in that work ; Mr. Walker 
draws a Detachment out of cach Company, of Ten men,and 
after putting them into the beſt Order their Impatience could 
ajlow,he Sallies out at the Head of them (with all imaginable 
Silence) at Ferry Fey Gate, at four of the Clock in the Morn 
ing. One part of them beat the Enemies Dragoons from the 
Hedges, while the other poſſeſſes their Trenches. "The Diſpure 
was ſoon over, and the Enemy, tho a very conſiderable De- 
tachmear, are (0, preſſed by the frail of our Men, and 
cii(couraged at the ſight of fo many lying in their Blood, that 
they fled away, and left us the Gnas we contended for, 
and ſome Booty, beſides the plunder of the Dead. 

The Salliers in this Action killd Two hundred of their 
Men, moſt ot which were ſhot through rhe Breaſt or Head ; 
Five hundred were Wounded, Three hundred of them within 
few days died of their Wounds , as we were informed by 
Meſſengers , and the Priſoners we took afterwards. The 
account of the Officers kill'd, or taken Priſoners in this 
Action, you will find in the Bill annexed. Our fide loſt Three 
men, and had only Twenty wounded. Arthis time we took 
Five pairof Colours. 

We ſent a Drummer to deſire the Enemy to ſend an Officer 
with 14 Men to bury their Dead,which they did pertorm very 
ncgligent]y, ſcarce covering their Bodies with Earth. 

After this performance, the Enemies want of Courage, and 
our want of Horſe occaſion'd, that ſome Weeks ke 
D ur 
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bur little of Action , except Skirmifhes; in which Captain 
Noble was very active and ſucceſsful ; kills ſeveral of their 
Officers, and finds Letters about them that afforded ſome 
Intelligence , and particularly inſtructed us about the Surren- 
der of Calmore ; but upon what Conditions, and for how 
much Mony,we could not underſtand. 

Our Sallies many times began but with ſmall parties; Capt. 
Noble,and ſometimes other Othcers, when they ſaw the Enemy 
make an approach, wou'd run out with about Ten or Twelve 
men at their Heels,and Skirmiſh'd a while with them : When 
the Beſieged ſaw them Engaged,and in any danger,they iſſued 


out in greater numbers to their Relicf, and always came off 


with great Execution on the Enemy , and with very little loſs 
ro themtelves. 

In all theie Sallies we loſt none of any Not2, but Licute- 
._ nant Douglas and Captain Curingham, whom the Enemy took 

Priſoner, and after Quarter given, baſely Murdred. They 
did not want being reproach'd with {o 112nal-an Inſtance of 
their Cruclty and breach of Faith, neither did they want Impu- 
dence to deny it by the addition of many bloody Oaths 
and Proteſtations; but it was too evident by the Teſtimony 
of their own Officers and Souldiers , that were afterwards 
- our Prifoners. Bur this ſort of proceeding was very uſual 
with them, and agreeable to an account we had of their 
obligation by Oath and Relolutions, not to keep Faith with 
us, and to break whatever Articles were given us : Which 
2 Priſoner with us, (troubled in Conſcience, that he had 
engaged himſelt with ſo wicked and perfidious Men ) dif: 
coycr'd to us. 

We were conyinced of the Truth of it by ſome Examples 
they gave us after this: When they hung out a White Flag 
ro invite us to a Treaty, Mr. Waker ventur'd out to come 
within hearing of. my Lord Zowthand Colonel O Nea/e,. and 
in his paſſage had an hundred Shot fired at him; he got the 
thelcer of a Houſe , and upbraiding them with this Trea- 
chery, bid them order their Men to be quiet or Ie wou'd 


order 
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order all the Guns on the Walls to fire at them ; They 
deny'd they knew any thing of it: And this was all 
the ſatisfaction tro be expected from perſons of ſuch a 
Principle. Ar another time the Enemy deſized one 1//-'e 
might have leave to come tothem ; the Beſieged ſent him 1 
2 little Boat, with two Men, upon Parol, which they broke 
very diſhonourably , keeping both the Men and Boat with 
them. The loſs of the Boat was. conſiderable to us, for the 
Gentlemen that left us took all our Boats,and left them to the 
Sea and Wind, and this was the only Boat we had remaining, 
The Enemy remove. their Main Body from St. John/trwn, 
and pitch their Tents upon Bely wgry-#iZ , about two Miles 
diſtant from Derry $.S.W. They place Guards on all ſides of 
the Town, fo that the Beſieged found it impoſſible to receive 
or convey any Intelligence , and great difficulty to come to 
the Wells for Water, which they ofcen Fought for , and coſt 
ſome of them their Blood. One Gentleman had a Bottle 
broke at his Mouth by a Shot ; yer the Water of the Town 
was ſo muddy and troubled with our continual Firing, and 
{o many going to it,that we were forced to run thoſe hazards. 
Fune 4. The Beſiegers make an Attack at the Wind-Mi# 
IVorks, with a Body of Foot and Horſe ; the Horſe they divi- 
ded into three Squadrons,and Aſlaulred us at the Rivers-ſide, 
it being Low water; the Foot Attack the reſt of our Line. 
The Front of the' Horſe was compoſed of Gentlemen that 
had bound themſelves by an Oath, that they wou'd mount 
our Line; they were Commanded by Captain Butler, ſecond 
Son to my Lord Monrgarre?, Our Men place themſelves 
within our Line in three Ranks, fo advantageouſly that one 
Rank was always ready to march up and relieve the other, 
and diſcharge tucceihvely upon the Enemy , which (tho 'ris 
ſtrange how they could think otherwiſe) was great ſurprizc 
and aſtoniſhment to them; for they it ſeems expected we ſhould 
make bur one ſingleVolley,and then they cou'd fall in upon us. 
Their Foot had Fagots laid before them for a defence againſt 
our Shot ; they and the Horle began witha loud #z22,which 
D 2 was 
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was ſeconded from all parts of their Camp with moſt dreadful 
ſhricks and howlings of a numerous Rabble that attended theE- 
nemy.The Fagort-Men are not able ro ſtand before our Shot, bur 
are forced ro quit their New defence and Run for it: Capt. Butler 
rops our work,which was but a dry Bank of 7 foot high at the 
Water ſide;and thirty of his Sworn party of Horſe follow him. 
OurMenwondred to find they had ſpent ſo manyShot,and thar 
none of chem Fell: Bur Capt.Croote obſerved they had Armour 
on,ind then commanded to Fire at their Horſes, which turn'd to 
{o good account. that but three of theſe bold Men with much 
difficulty made their Eſcape. We wonder'd the Foot did not 
(according 'to Cuſtom) run taſter, 'till we rook notice that jn 
their Retreat they took the Dead on their backs , and fo pre 
ſerv'd their own Bodies from the remainder of our Shot, which 
was-more Service than they did when alive. | 

The Encmy in chis Action loſt 400 of rheir Fighting Men, 
molt of their Officers were kill'd . Caprain But/er was taken 
Priſoncr,and ſeveral others, which are mentioned in the Liſt. 
We loſt on our fide ſix private Men, and one Captain Maxw2/; 
two'of the Men were killd by a Shot of a great Gtjn from the 
other ſide the Water,oppoſit ro the Wind-117 Works, 

'Fhis Night the Enemy from Srrong-Orchard play their Bombs 
which were 273 = weight apiece, and contained ſeveral 
pounds of Powder in the Shell ; they plowed up our Streets, 
and broke down our Houſes, fo that there was no paſling the 
Streers nor ſtaying within Doors, but all flock to the Walls, 
and the Remoreſt parts of the Town, where we con- 
rinued very ſafe, while many of our {ick were killed being 
10t able ro leave their Houles : They plicd the Beſieged fo 
cloſe with great Guns in the Day time, and Bombs in the 
Night, and ſomrimes in the Day, that they could not enjoy 
their-reſt, bur were hurry'd from place to place; and tycr'd 
intofaintneſs and diſeaſes, which deflroy'd:many of the Gari- 
ſon, which was reduced to 6185 men the « 5 of. this Month ; 
theſe Bombs were ſome advantage to us, on one account, for 
being -under great-want of Fuel, they ſupply'd us plentiful- 
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ly from the Houfes they threw down, and the Timber they”: 
broke-for us. | - ay 
Fuly 7. Three Ships came up to Ailmore Fort, and fired at 
the Caſtle;: and atrempted coming up the River ; bur one of 
them unfortunately run aground, and lay ſome time at the 
Mercy of: the Enemies Shot, and fo much on her ſide, ſhe : 
could not make ' any” return ; but. at length with fome- 
pleaſure we ſaw her get off,and,as we bellows without much 
loſs or damage. 
June 15.We diſcovercd a Fleet of 30Sail of Ships in the Lowgh, | 
which we believed came from #xg/and for our relief, but' we 
could. not propoſe any method to ger intelligence from them, 
and we did fear it was impoſſible they could gerto us; and 
the Enemy now begin to watch us more narrewly. They raiſe 
Batteries oppofite to the Ships, and line. both fides of the 
River. with great numbers-of Fire locks. They; draw down 
their, Guns to Charles: Fort, aiplace of fome-ſtrength upon the: 
Narrow part of the River, where the Ships were: to pals ;. 
here they. contrived to place a Boom of Timber, joyned by: 
[Iron Chains, and fortified by a Cable of 12 Inches thick: 
rwiſted round | it; They made. this Boom. firſt -of Oak, bur 
that-could not float, and-was: ſoon broke by rhe force of the 
water: Then they made one of Firr-beams which anſwered their: 
purpoſe berter; it was faſtned at one end through the Arch of 
a Bridg, ar the other by a. picce of Timber torced into the 
ground and fortified with a piece of ſtone work. This account, 
as we had it from. the Priſoners , did much-trouble us, 
and ſcarce left us any hopes; We made ſeveral ſigns to the 
Ships from the Steeple, and they to us from their Ships, but 
with very litcle information to either. Ar laſt a Meſlenger got 
to us, one Roch, from Major General Xirk, who got to the. 
Water-ſide over-againſt us, and then ſwam croſs - the Rivers 
he gave us an account of the Ships, :Men, Proyiſion and: 
Arms in them for our reliet ; the great concern of the Major. 
General for us, and his care and deſire to ger with his Ships. 
up to the Town. He ſent another. Meſlenger. along = 
| c 
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this, 'one-Crumy. a Scotch man.-to give us this account, andito 
know the Condition of our Garilon, but he was taker pri- 
ſoner - There was ſoon an underſtanding berween him and 
the Enemy, he is inftructed ro frame a Meſſage much dit- 
tering from the other; they hang-our a white Flag, -invice- 
ing us to 2 parlec; they tell us we are under great miſtakes 
abour the Major General, and our expectation-of relief from 
England, that they were all there in confuſton, and that we 
might have leave to inform our elves further from the Meſ- 
ſenger they had takemeither in private or publick:We ſent ſome 
to thar- purpoſe, buc they ſoon-diſcovered the cheat, and- re- 
turned ro us with: other particularaccounts of his Treachery. 

We received further intelligence in Fly by a little Boy, 
that” with grear Ingenuity made rwo ditpatches to us from 
che: Major-General at /*xch. One Letter he brought ry'd in 
his /Garrer; another ar his ſecond coming within a Cloth Burt- 
toni We:lenrourtirſt anſwer” made up within a piece of a 
Bladder, inthe ſhape of a Suppoſliror, and the ſame way ap- 
plied ro the Boy; Our ſecond Anſiver he carry'd within rhe 
tolding of mis Breeches, and falling among the Enemy, for fear 
of a dilcorery ke:{wallowed:the Lerter, and; after ſome ſhort 
confinemenc and/cnacavour to extott\fome thing from him, he 
made his-eſcape again ro the Major General.

Burt to return to our Story, the Belieged ſend many 2 
longing look towards the Ships, their Allowance being very 
{mall, as you may-ee by the Account of Allowances out of 
the Store: They build a Boatof 8 Oars a. fide, and Man ic 
well, with intent to. make to the. Fleet, and give the Major 
General an account of the {ad Condition we were in ; they 
{ct out with the beſt of ourWithes and Prayers, but were forced 
to return,it being impoſſible they could induce the. Showers of 
Shot that were poured jh uponthem fromeach {idg the River. 

June 18, Captain Noble went up theRiyer, and cok twen- 
ty Men along with him, with adeſign to Rob the Filſh-Houſe, 
but was prevented by Alarum from the Enemics Boats ; 
however he Engaged them, killed a Licutenant,one Enſign,and 
five private Men, took fourteen/Prifoners and bogh their Boats. 
The Boats we offer'd to-return, and to give the beſt Priſoner 
we lad, for leave to ſend a Meſlenger to, the Ships ; but we 
could not prevail : We had agreed _ five Hundred pound 
for L.Col. Talbor's Ranſom, {commonly called Wicked V2) 
we proter'd him his liberty,-and to remit rhe Mony on the: 
lame ſcore, but we could not obtain this favour upon any 
Terms: Soon aſter the Lieutenant Col.did of his Waunds,and 
we loſt the benefit of our bargain; Tho' we took all Imaginablc

Diet from the Enemy, at times agreed an, Favouss that wwe 
aliowd 
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allow'd all thePriſoners,when we were ſtarving our ſelves, which 
we did not pur any great value on, bug that the Enemy fo ill 
deſery'd them. Ar this time Governor Baker is very dangerouſly 
ill, andCol. Miche/burnis choſen and appointed toaſſiſtGovernor 
Walker that when oneComanded inSallies the other might take 
care of the Town; and if one ſhou'd fall theTown might not be 
left without a Government, and to the hazard of newEleCtions. 
Fune 2.4. or thereabouts, Conrad de Roſen, Marſhal General of 
the /ri/h Forces,is received into the Enemies Camp;and finding 
how little the Enemy had prevail'd againit us, expreſſed him 
ſelf with great Fury againſt us,and {wore by the Belly of God, 
He would demoliſh ourTown and bury us in its Aſhes, putting 
all ro the Sword, without conſiderarion of Age or Sex, an 
wou'd ſtudy the moſt exquifire Torments co lengthen the 
miſery and pain of all he found obſtinate, or active in oppo- 
ſing his Commands and Pleafure : Bur thele Threatnings, as 
well as hisPromiſes, in which he was very eloquent and oh- 
liging, had very litrle power with us; God having under all 
our Difficulties eſtabliſh'd us with a Spirit and Reſolution 
above all Fear or Temptation to any mean Compliances, we 
having devoted our Lives to che defence of our Ciry,our Rc- 
gion, and the Intereſt of King Wiliamand Queen Mary. 
* For fear any one ſhould coftrive Surrendring the Town,or 
move ir to the Garriſon. the Governour made an Order, That 
noſuch thino ſhould be mention'd upon pain of Death. 
Every day ſome- or other Deſerted the Garriſon, fo that the 
Enemy receiy'd conſtant Intelligence of our proceedings. This 
gave ſome trouble and made us remove our Ammunition very 
often,and contrive many other Amuſements. Our 7rou Ba/ll is 
now all ſpent,and inſtead of themwe make Ba/'s of Brick,caſt 
over with Lead, tothe weight and ſize of our 7ron-Bal, The 
Gunners did not pretend to be great Artiſts, yer they were 
very induſtrious,and ſcarce ſpent a Shot without doing ſome 
remarkable Execution. 
The Marſhal deRoſen orders 3 Mortar -pieces and ſeveral Pieces 
of Ordnance againſt the Windmi//ſide of theTown,as alſo two 
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Culverins oppoſite to Butchers-Gate ; He runs a Line out of 

Bog-ſtreet up within ten Perches of the half Baſtion of that 
Gate, in order to prepare Matters for laying and ſpringing a 
Mine; He made approaches to our Line, deſigning ro hinder 
= Relief of our Out-guards,and to give us crouble in ferching 
Warr from Colum kills Well; He defends his Line with a ftrong 
Guard in hopes to ſcize our Out-works, if we ſhou'd chance 
to be negligent in our Poſts and neglect keeping good Guards, 
By the Contrivance of our Governour and Colonel Miche!burn, 
and the diretions and care of Captain Shomberg, or rather 
being inſtrufted by the Working , Motions and Example of 
the Enemy, as well as we could obſerve them ; We Counter- 
mine the Enemy betore the Butchers-Gate, the Governourcon- 
trives a Blind to preſerve our Work, from the Enemies Battery. 
The Enemy Fired continually from their Trenche S, and we 

make them due rerurns with ſufficient damage to them for few 
days paſſed; bur ſome of the choice and moſt forward of their 
Men tell by our Arms and Firing. 

June30.At ten of the clockat n' roht my L.C/axcartyat theHead 
of a Regiment,and with ſome Derachments,; olſeſles himſelf of 
our Line,and enters ſome Miners in a low Cellar under the half 
Baſtion. Caprt.Nob/e,Caprt. Dunbar and ſevcral other Gentlemen 
fally by Order ar the Biſhops Gateand creepalong theWall till 
they came very near ticEnemies Guards; ourMen receive their 
Firing quiet!y,til they got to a right diſtance,and then thundred 
upon them.Our Caſe-Shor from the Baſtion and { Mal) Shor oft 
theWalls ſecond the Salliers Firing ſo cffeAually,thar his Lord- 
ſhip was forc'd roquir his Poſt, and haſten to the main Body of 
the Enemy,and to leave his Miners and an hundred of his beſt 
Men dead upon the place; beſides, ſeveral Officers and Soul- 
dicrs were wounded.and died of their Wounds ſome days after 
this Action, as we wer? informed. W e were often told, That 
{ome great thing was to be pertorm'd by this Lord ; at ad they 
had a Prophecy among them, 7hat a Clancarty ſhould knock at 
the Gates of Derry; thecr edulity and fuperſtirion of his Coun- 
try, with the vanity of © brave an Atrempr, and fome good 
Liquor, 
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Liquor, eaſily warm d fiim to this bold Undertaking ; Bur we

Juxe20.GovernorB ikerdies,his death was a ſenſible lols to us, 
and generally lamented,bcing a Valiant perſon ; in all his Adi- 
ons among us {new a the greateſt Honour, Courage and Con- 
duR, and would ir tit a deſi In of a Journal, mi 'ght fill a great 

ſhare of this Account with his Character. 

And incecd there were ſo many great things done by all 

our Officers and Men, and lo ofren, that "ris impoliible co ac 
cotint them all; but certainly never People in the World be- 
haved themſelves bertcr , and they cannor want mentioning 
upon other occaſion KG ir may be more to thicir adyantage 
than to fill chis Paper with their Story. 

A bout thi S time Lieurcnant Gn Hamilton ofters Conditions 
ro the Garriſon, and tney {c2:2; to hearken to them. till they 
hid us'd that opp ortunity to fearch for Proviſion to {upport 
che grear Neceſliry of the Garriſon, which was now brought ro 
that extremity that they were ſorc d to feed upon Horſe ticth, 
Dogs, Cats, Kars an id Mice Greaves of a year old, Tallow, and 
Starch, of which the y had good quantities as alfo lalre@ and 
dried Hides,&c.yet they uninimoutly refolv'd to cat the 7r:/ 
and then one another, rather than ſurrender ro any but thei ir 
own King Wilkttam and Queen aun + Our Antwer = the 
Licurezant General was, 7hat we 1h wonder d he fhoa'd ex:

General Roſen ſends us a Letter to this elle, That if w2 did 
wot deliver the Town to him by Six of the Clock in the ifternoon 
on the 1% day of July, according to Lieutenant Gen. Hamilton's 
Propoſals, he wou'd di{patch bis Orders as far as Baliſhanny, 
Charlimont, Belfaſt, ard che Barony of Iniſhowen, and rob all 
Prozedted, as well as Vaprotefled Proteſtants , that were cither 
related to us, or of our Faftion , and that they ſhou'd be driven 
under 
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wider the Walls of Derry ,where they ſhould periſh,if not relied 
by the Be/ieged. He threatned , to lirn and lay waſte all our 
Country if there [Fould appear the lea /t probability of any Treops 
coming for our Relief : Tet of the Garriſon would become Loyaliſt 
(a5 they termed it) azd Surrender the Town on any tolerable Cou- 
diti mms, he would proteit them from all Injuries and give them 
lj; Favour. Bur the Befteged receive all theſe Propoſals with 
contempt and ſome indignation , which did produce ſome 
hcat and cifordcr in the Mareſchal. 

Among the Bombs thrown into Town, there was one 
dead Shell , in which was a Letter declaring tothe 5ouldicrs 
the Propof1ls made by the Licurenant General; for they 
imazined them Strangers to thcir C ondeſcentions,and that their 
Officcrs wou'd not communicate ſuch things to them. Copies 
allo of theſc Propoſals were conveyed into Town by Villains, 
who dilperſe them about the Towa,bur ail to no purpoſe ; for 
they will not entertain the l:aſt thought of Surreniiring,and it 
would colt a mans Liſe to peak cf it, it was {o mach abhord. 

July 2.The Enemy drive the poor Proteſtants, according to 
their threatning, under our Wa!ls, Protected and Unprotedted 
Men, Women and Children, and under great diſtreſſes. Our 
Men ar firſt did not underſtand the meaning of {uch a Crowd, 
bur fearing they might be Enemies Fired upon them;we were 
troubled when we found the miltake, but it {ſupported us. to 
a 2rcat degree,when we found that none of them were touch'd 
by our Shot, which by the diretion of Providence (as if every 
Bullet had its Commiſſion what to do) ſpared them, and found 
out and killd three of the Enemy , that were ſome ot 
thoſe that drove the poor People into {o great a danger. 
There were ſome Thouſan's of them . and they did move 
great Compaſſion in us, but warra'd us with new rage and tury 
azainſt the Enemy , ſo that in ſight of their Camp we imme- 
diately erect a Gallows, and ſionificd tO them we were rel lolved 
to hang their Friends. that were our Pri! {oners,if rhey C !id not 
ſuffer theſe poor Pcople to return to their own Houles, 

We ſend to the Enemy,thart the Prifoncts might have Prieſts 
E 2 ro 
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to prepare them after their own Methods for death ; but none 
came. We upbraid them with breach of Promiſes, and the 
Priſoners detett their barbarity, declaring,7hey could not Blame: 
ws to put them to death, ſeeing their People exercisd ſuch Se- 
wverity and Cruelty upon our poor Friends, that were under their 
Protetions. They deſired leave from the Governor,to write to 
L.G. Hamilton ; they had a much bettcr opinion of him than 
wecou'd be perſwaded into; yet weallow a Meſſenger to carry 
the following Letter to him from their Priſoners. 
My Lord, 

2on the bard dealing the ProteFed ( ar well as other Proteſt ants)have 
u met withal in being [ent under the Walls, you have ſo incensd the 
Governor and others of thus Garri/ongthat we are all condemn'd by a Court 
Martial todye to morrow,unleſsthoſe poor People be withdrawn. We have 
made application to Marſhal General de Roſen ; but hawing received no 
Anſwergwe make it our Requeſt to you (as knowing you are a perſon that 
does not delight in ſhedding innocent Blood) that you will repreſent cur 
condition to the Martial General, The Lives of 20 Priſcners lyeat ſtake, 
and therefore require yeur diligence and care We are all willing to die(wiutb 
owr Swords in our hands) for Hs Majeſty; but to ſuffer like MalefaStors 
- #5 bard nor can we lay our Blocd tethe charge of the Garriſon,the Geverner 
and the reſt baving uſed and treated us with all Cruility imaginable.

N Anſwer to yours; What thoſe poor People are like to [uſfer they may 
I thank themſelves for, being their own fau't,which they maj prevent 
by accepting the Conditions bave been offer d them;and i* you ſuffer in this 
it cannot be help'd, but ſhall be reveng d on many Tbou/ands of thoſe Peo- 
ple (as well innocent as others) within or without that City,

But however the ſight of our Gallows and the Importuniry 
of ſome Friends of thoſe that were to Suffer upon them, pre- 
yailed upon the Lieutenant General: So that July 4. the poor 


Proteſtants have leave to repair to their (eyeral Habitations;we 
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rook down the Gallows,and order'd the Priſoners to their uſval 
Apartments. Our Garriſon now conſiſted of 5709 Men,and to 

ſſen our number yer more, we crowded 500 of our uſclels 

ople among theProteſtants under theWalls, who paſs'd undit- 
cover'd with them,th0 the Enemy ſuſpected the delign; and to 
diſtinguiſh them, they pretended of finding them out by the 
imeil. Wealfo got into our Garriſon ſome EffeCtual Men out 
of their number: They were in a moſt miſerable condition, yet 
dreaded nothing more than our pity of them, and willingnels 
to receive them; begging of us on their knees,not to take them 
into the Town, but chole rather to periſh under our. Walls,than 
to hazard us within them. 

The Governour has ſeveral Intimations given him by a Friend 
in theEnemies Camp, That he ſhould look to himſelf,that ſome 
milchiet was intended him. Soon after this he underſtood 
ſome Jealouſy was cntertain'd among the Souldiers , That he 
had great quantity of Proviſions hid in his Houſe. Some of the 
Garriſon improv'd this to that degree, that there was great dan» 
ger of a Mutiny among the Men, and that he then began to re- 
member the Caution was given ; bur by his Inſtructions to a 
Souldicr,that was to pretend, he himſelt had the fameSufpicion; 
it was contriv'd that the Houle was privately fearch'd,and their 
Curioſity being ſatisfied, they return to the good Opinion of . 
their Governour. 

He obſery'd likewile,that the Enemy had endeavyour'd to in- 
ſinuate to the Garriſon, That he was to-berray theTown to King 
James,and was-to be highly preterd for the Service. This pur | 
themin- mind of a Meſſage that. one Mr Cole brought to Mr. 
Walker in the beginning of May laſt,and howeyer it was then 
ſuppreſt,the Story is now revivd, and the Governour in ſome 
danger. — Mr Cole being taken by theEnemy, and continuing 
theirPriſoncr tor ſome time,is at laſt admitted ro ſome diſcourſe 
with the Lieutenant General, who enquired particularly, what 
ſort of perſon Mr alter was; who he was moſt intimate with? 
Mr.Cole (amon? (everal of Mr.Walker's Friends) at laſt names 
him(elf,hoping by this means to be employ'd on a Meſlage t> 
him,and to obtain his liberty. The Licurcaant General 6, 
Whether 
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Whether he wou'd do Service for X James and carry ſome Pro- 
poſals he had orders to make to Mr.Walker? He told he wou'd ; 
and upon this immediately he 1:43 a Pats given him. and is 
diſpatch'd upon a Meſlage ro Mr.Wa/tzr, Mr. Col? being got 
ſafe into the Town, was receiv d with great Joy , and to well 
pleas'd with his liberty that he forgot his Buſinels, only caſu- 
ally mentions it to ſome of the Garrilon, with other diſcourſe. 
Mr.Walker (after this) meeting ſeveral of chem, theySaluted 
him by ſome great Namcs and Titles. 

Mr Walker eaſily faw the danger of this,and finding it was 
occalion'd by Diſcourſes of Mr Celes, he order d him immedi- 
ately to be confin'd ; and being examin'd,he unridJies the My- 
ſtcry,and gave all People fatisfaCtion, {6 that they remain'd 
in no more doubt of their Govcrnour. 

But under theſe, and many other ſuch like difficulties , the 
Governour (not without ſome trouble and induſtry) reaſfum'd 
his Credit with theGarrilon,which God was pl-aſcd ro preſerve 
to him in ſpight of all the inventi6s and deſigns to the contrary. 

From our Works we cou'd talk with ti: Enemy;leveral of 
our Men gave account of Diſcourſes with the /rifh, That they 
expreſs d great prejudice and hatred of the French, Curling thoſe 
Damn'd Fellows that walked in Trunks , (meaning their Jack. 
Boots) that had all Preferments in the Army that fell, and took 
the Bread out of their Mouths,and they believ'd wou'd have all 
the Kingdom to themſelves at laſt.

This Day the Beſieged made another Sally,which was per- 
formed after this manner: The day before we had a Council 
of War, and all ſworn to Secreſie; the reſult of which was, 
That the nextday at Three in the Morning 200 Men ſhould 
Sally out of Biſhops-Gate,200 Men at Butchers Gate,and 1100 
ſhould be ready within the Ravelin for a Reſerve, Our deſign 
was to bring in ſome of the Enemics Cattle ; they — 
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the, Enemy in their Trenches. One Regiment draws up againft 
them in good Order, but had only three of their Matches 
iighted ; we came upon them over againſt Butchers-Gate and 
kill'd 300 of their Men, beſides Officers. The Execution had 
been much greater, but many of our Men being much weak- 
ned with Hunger were not able to purſue them , ſome falling 
with their own blows. We return'd without any purchaſe of 
Cattle, bur were advis'd to a more cafie Experiment ; having 
one Cow left we ty'd her to a Stake, and et Fire to her. We 
had hopes given us, that by the Cry and Noiſe ſhe wou'd 
make,the Enemies Cattle would be diſturbed and come to her 
relief; and they began to move and ſet up their Tails,fo that 
we hoped to have gain'd our point ; but the Cow got looſe, 
and turn'd to no account, only the danger of loſing her

Upon this the Enemy 'fet up the loudeſt Hyzza's, and the 
moſt dreadful to the beſieged that ever we heard : Fired all 
their Guns upon her, and were preparing their Boats to Board 
her 3 Our Trouble is not to be expreſſed at this diſmal Prof 
ped, but by great Providence firing a Broad fide, the ſhock 
looſned her ſo that ſhe got clear, and pafled their Boom. Cap- 
tain Douglas all this while was Engaged, and the Dartmouth 
gave them very warm Entertainment : At length the Ships gor 
to us, to the unexpreffible Joy and Tranſport of our diltret 
fed Garriſon, for we only reckon'd upon two days Lite, and 
had only nine lean Horſes left, and among us all one Pint 
of Meal to each Man ; Hunger and the Fatigue of War had fo 
prevail'd among us, that of 75090 Men Regimented, we had 
now alive but about 4300, whereof at lea(t one fourth part 
were rendered unſerviceable. 

This brave Undertaking added to the great Succeſs God had 
bleſſed us with in all our Attempts, ſo diſcourag'd the Ene- 
my, that on the Jaſt of July, they ran away in the Night time, 
rob'd and burnt all before them tor ſeveral Miles, leaving no- 
thing with the Country People, but what they hid the Night 
before, in which their Care was ſo great, that Proviſion grew 


very plentiful after it. 
In the next Morning vur Men, after refreſhment with a pro- 


er ſhare of our new Proviſions, went out to ſee what was 
OE of the Enemy ; they ſaw them on their March, and 
purſued them a little too far, fo that the Rear-Guard of the 
Enemies Horſe turned upon them, and killed ſeven of our Men. 

They encamped at Strabane,- but hearing of the Defeat of 
their Forces under L. General Maccarty, by the Innistilling 
Men, they removed their Camp, and thought fit to make ſome 
haſte to get farther oft 3 they broke into pieces four of their 
great Guns, and threw twelve Cartloads of Arms and Ammu- 
nition into the River. 

Thus after 165 days, being cloſe beſieged by near 20000 
Men conſtantly ſupplied from Dublin, God Almighty was pleaſ. 
ſed in our greateſt Extremity to w_ Relief, to the Admirati- 

On 
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on and Joy of all good People, and to the great difappoint- 
menr of fo powertul and wveterate an Enemy 5 who were 
concerne«! in paint of. intereſt, as well as Reputation to have 
Rendered t' omſcives Maſters of that Town. 

The En-uiy lolt between eight or nine thouſand Men before 
our Walls, and a hundred of their beſt Othcers, according to the 
beſt Computation we could make oft both, by the fnformation 
of the Priſoners we took , molt of theſe fell by the Sword , 
the reſt of Fevers and Flux, and the French Pox, which was 
very remarkable on the Bodies of ſeveral of their dead Officers 
and Soldiers. | 

We are now under ſome Impatience, to fee Major-General 
Kirk, under God, our Deliverer. 

Ag. 1, The Governor orders C. White, C. Dobbin, C, 7. Ha- 
milton, Capt. Ferny and Mr. Fo. Fox, both Clergy-men, to wait 
on the Major-General at /zch, to give him an account of 
the raiſing the Siege, and to carry him our Thanks, and defire 
him to come and receive the Garriſon. The next day the 
Major-General ſent to us Col. Steward, and Col. Richards the 
Engineer, to Congratulate our Deliverance, On Sunday the 
Major-General came into the Town, and was received by the 
Governor, and ule whole Garriſon, with the greatelt Joy and 
Acclamations. The Governor preſents him with the Keys, but 
he wou'd not. receive them, The next day the Governor 
( with ſeveral of his Officers) Dined with the Major-General 
at /zch; he complemented the Major-General with his Regi- 
ment, That after doing the King all the Service 1n his power, 
he might return to his own Profeſſion : But the Major-Gene. 
ral defired him to diſpoſe of it as he pleaſed, and accordingly

ftants in this Kingdom, and the ſume ta he afted and perpe- 
trated on or about the 9th. of this inſlant December; and 
being confirmed in our fear and jealcuſie of ſo horrible a Deſien 
by many palpable Infinuations, dubious Expreſſions, monitory Leg. 
ters, and poſitive Informations, all conducing and concurring to 
beget in us a tremblins Expe@ation of a ſudden and inevitable 
Ruin and Deſtrudion ; we diſpoſed our ſelves to a patient and 
quiet . regenation x0 the divine Providence, hoping for ſome de- 
liverance and diverſion of this impending Miſery, or to receive 
from the hands of GO D ſuch a meaſure of Conſtancy and 
Courage as might inable us to poſſeſs our Souls in patience, and 
Jubmiſſroely to wait the iſſue of ſo ſevere a Trial; Accordingly, 
when on the 5th. Inſtant part of the Earl of Antrim's Forces

| the Defeat at Claudytord. 


.LONDONDERRY, April 31. 1689. 


T a General Council of War then held, it was reſolved una- 
nimouſly, that on Munday Morning then next following, 

at Ten of the Clock, all Officers and Soldiers of Horſe, Dra- 
g00ns and Foot, and all other armed men whatſoever of our 
Forces and Friends, inliſted and not inliſted, that can and will 
tight for their Country and Religion, againſt Popery, ſhall ap- 
pear in the fitteſt ground near Claudyford, Lifford, and Long-Kaw- 
(3, as ſhall be neareſt to their ſeveral and reſpective Quarters, 
there to draw up in Battalions to be ready to fight the Enemy, 
and preſerve our Lives, and all that is dear to us, from them; 
And all Officers and Soldiers of Horle and F'oor, and Dragoons, 
and others that are arm'd, are requir'd tobe then and there in or- 
der to the purpoſe aforeſaid, and to bring a weeks Proviſion at 
Jeaſt with them for Men, and as much Forage as they can for

A Letter writ by an Iniskellin-Man, about the Wrong 
done my Lord Kingſton by drawing him from his Gar- 


71ſon at Sligo, to one at Derry. 
SIK, 

H*=5 this opportunity, I think fit to let you know the 
great and moſt lamentable diſappointment we are 
under. My Lord Kingſton is baſcly us'd by your Officers ; 
they have drawn him trom the Garriſon of Sligo, which he 
had fo bravely Forrity'd, and had ſuch a number of Diſci- 
plin'd Men both Horſe and Foot in, and ſo well arm'd, that 
he could not but have done Service with them, and have 
made good that Poſt againſt the Enemy : But Col. Londy 
writ to him, That the Blood of all the Proteſtants of the 
' North will lie upon him, it he does not quit the Garrifon 
of Sligo, and come to their Aſſiſtance. Upon this he marches 
from Sligo, and at Baliſhanny meets a Letter of Col.Loxdy's, 
telling him, There was no Proviſion for him at Derry, and 
that he muſt quarter there. My Lord takes Horſe, rides 
twenty Miles in the Night to underſtand the meaning of 
theſe things, but finds the Enemy had ſtop't all paſſages to 
Derry ; fo he returns to his Men , and there finds that Sligo 
was poſlefled alſo by the Enemy. You may imagine what 
a Diſtraction we were in upon this ; .but with the moſt 
earneſt entreaty we prevailed with my Lord to go for Eng- 
land, to ſolicit for Relief from thence, and are reſolv'd to 
to take our ſhelter in Iniskellin ;, 1t any thing happen amiſs 


to us, our Children, it they ſurvive, may curſe your Great 
Men for 1t, Cc.
